Board has furnished a veport to the Fedéral Parliament of plans to in- 
eréase the efficiency of ABC and commercial stations. It provided for 
20 new ABE stations throughout australia, inereased power for 27 exist- 
ing ABC stations, snd power increases to 2000w for 56 B stations. But 
it is a long-term policy. SBN, Bendigo, on which work has dl-eady 
Bbesun, will not be in operation until 1955-54, The new ABC stations 
will be mainly 200-watters. Several of the Commission's city outlots 
are to go from 10 Kw to 50 Kw, tho Victorian schedule being SLO and SAR 
to 560 Kw, in 1958, Swv to 50 Kw 1959, SGI to 10 Kw 1959. And no 
indication has been given of when the NZBS will bo in a pesition to 
follow through, Looks as if Australian plans to bring its broadcasting 
up to the goneral limits of American broedcasting in the USA.
